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Area Reservoir Project 


A ‘‘resources conservation and development” 
project that would include the freq uently men­ 
tioned Summit reservoir northeast of Salem 
in Green Township is being g iven serious study 
by officials of Columbiana, Mahoning and 
Trumbull counties. 
Joseph Hicks of the Soil Conservation Service 
state office terms the tri-county project "the 
most ex pedient method whereby long -needed 
improvements can be made in the flow of Lit­ 
tle Beaver Creek, a stream that rises In Me- 
honing County northeast of Salem and contin­ 
ues southward throug h Columbiana County , 
empty ing into the Ohio River east of East 
Liverpool- 
Columbiana County has a vital stake in the 
studied project and among those attending a 
meeting last Thursday in Young stown were 
James L. Morrissey , director of the Columbi­ 
ana County Reg ional Planning Commission; 
F’ovd Lower, secretary of the Lisbon Cham­ 
ber of Commerce; Paul Glpp, County Ex ten­ 


sion Ag ent for Ag riculture; Herman Reuter ef 
the Columbiana Soil ft Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict; Dawson Irey , SWCD supervisor and paat 
preaident of the County Farm Bureau; How­ 
ard Firestone of the Salem Area Industrial D* 
velopment Corp., and A1 Cleveland, ex ecutive 
secretary of the Salem Area Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
Feasibility studies req uested earlier by the 
counties have been completed in part by the 
SCS and the U.S. Army Corps of Eng ineers. 
Ihe reservoir could be of .tremendous import­ 
ance to our g rowing eastern Ohio District, not 
only from the standpoint of a g ood water sup­ 
ply and a recreational facility , but as a means 
of Improving the q uantity and q uality of the 
flow of Little Beaver Creek. 
What the project really needs are official 
sponsors and the planning commissioners of 
the three counties will probably have to Initiate 
the orng ramming . Support of adjacent city and 
township g overnments also will be req uired. 


Russia Pushes Ho Toward Peace 


Behind the scenes in the maneuvering which 
broug ht about the cessation of bombing In the 
Vietnam War is Russia. There cen be no deny ­ 
ing this. 
There are various views, however, as to just 
what Russia's role has been and Is at the mo­ 
ment. 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong friends and 
confidants in South-East Asia are say ing that If 
Hanoi eng ag es in serious neg otiations now, the 
main reason will be pressure from Russia. And 
this is being said with bitterness. 


HANOI, 
ACCORDING TO these sources, 
deeply resents this pressure from the Soviet 
Union. The opinion that North Vietnam is being 
sold out by the Russians is being ex pressed. 
For many y ears now Ho Chi Minh has been 
able to maintain a delicate balance between the 
Russian and Chinese aid and influence, as tha 
amazing ly skillful leaders of North Vietnam 
play ed their two g iant allies or patrons ag ainst 


one another. 
Within the past y ear, h o w e ve r , China, 
plag ued with serious internal problems of its 
own, has slipped into the backg round and ap­ 
parently has been unable to supply Renol’t 
needs. 
This made Ho and his henchmen more de­ 
pendent upon the Russians. Conseq uently , when 
the Russians threaten to end the military aid 
upon which North Vietnam depends to carry on 
its ag g ression, Ho Chi Minh has no other course 
than g rudg ing ly , and bitterly , to g o along with 
the move towerd peace. 


THOSE WHO SEE the current bombing belt 
as having developed in this way believe that 
Russia is ex erting the pressure because it fear« 
a third world war and now believes that that 
the United States will not g ive q p South Viet­ 
nam. 
If this analy sis is correct, then there is hope 
for peace — for a while at least. For without 
Russian support the war would q uickly end. 


Another Side of the War 


The debate over neg otiation and reports of 
battle action in Vietnam g et all the big head- 
.Ines but the small stories from that troubled 
country are just as disconcerting . 
Bald-faced corruption, freely admitted, suffer­ 
ing in overcrowded refug ee camps and com­ 
plaints from American soldiers of animosity 
from South Vietnamese troops are all part of 
the overall picture. 


A BIG PROBLEM for many areas of South 
Vietnam is economy -wrecking prosperity that 
comes with larg e concentrations of American 
troops. 
Pleiku is one ex ample. It was a placid moun­ 
tain villag e of about 1,000 residents when the 
French-Indochina war ended in 1964 
Just three y ears ag o it had a population of 
12,000. Today U.S. servicemen and South Viet­ 
namese soldiers and refug ees have swelled the 
population to 70,000—not counting an estimated 
8,000 prostitutes that follow the troops. 
The drastic transformation of the city ’s econ­ 
omy is revealed in the upward thrust of retail 
prices A two-bedroom apartment that former­ 


ly rented for $40 a month now costs 1240. A 
meal of meat, rice, soup and tea that used to 
cost 40 cents is priced at $2. 
* 
Inflationary prices are only one result of the 
tremendous Influx of people Into the city 230 
miles northeast of Saig on. The crime rate has 
shot out of sig ht and slums are a g rowing blot 
on the landscape. 
An American civilian working In Pleiku recalls 
pleasant walks under the pine trees that line 
the city ’s streets and adds: "The thoug ht of 
taking a walk around here today would never 
occur to y ou.** 


THEY RAVE SEEN restaurants, food stores 
and carpenter shops become bars and brothels. 
They saw tin shacks spring up on farmland. 
Salaries have Increased threefold since 1965 
but the cost of living has increased faster. Offi­ 
cials say almost every one has to work two jobs 
just to keep even. 
Who can estimate the full detrimental effect 
these conditions will have on Pleiku? 
Bombs and artillery salvos are not the only 
means of inflicting telling damag e on a land. 


Trash Becomes a 5-Way Asset 


It’s not often that one little idea promises 
to solve so many big problems. 
Take the plan of a mechanical eng ineer in 
Philadelphia that would: 
• Dispose of the city ’s refuse and save It 
money while doing it; 
• Reduce air pol'ution; 
• Reclaim acres of barren land: 
• Give a boost to a traffic- nungry railroad; 
• Bring ex tra money into economically de­ 
pressed communities. 
Under Donald Kerr’s plan, scheduled to g o 
Into operation early nex t y ear, shredded and 
compressed trash from Phi'adelphia will be 
hauled about 100 miles bv the Beading Rail­ 
road to coal areas In Pennsy lvania to be used 
as fill for abandoned strin mines. 
The city fig ures to save more than II mil­ 
lion a y ear by disposing of its rubbish this 
way rather than incinerating it (last y ear 


Philadelphia burned more than 800,000 tons 
of the stuff), while also benefiting from a re­ 
duction of pollutants from its incinerators. 
The mine pits involved are said to be big 
enoug h to take 40 y ears to fill up. 
Kerr, who has formed the Eastern Land 
Reclamation Company , hopes to g et other 
cities to adopt the idea and is neg otiaing with 
six major railroads and owners Of landfill sites 
in six different states. Coal townships joining 
the plan would receive a small fee for each 
ton of trash dumped within their limits, and 
at the same time would be recovering valuable 
real estate. 
"It all seems so log ical,” savs Kerr. 
It is. And mavbe that’s why no one ever 
thoug ht of it before. 
The ortlv q uestion is. what are Americans g o- 
ing to do in the 21st century when all the holes 
in the g round are filled up?

Nixons Loss of New York 


By RAYMOND MOLEY 
It didn’t req uire the g ift of prophecy to antici­ 
pate Richard Nix on's loss of New York state. 
His defeat In the Empire State, once so powers 
ful in presidential elections, was assured in Sep­ 
tember. And the results of the election made 
the Rockefeller-Javits-Lindsay control of the 
New York party fairly well isolated, so far as 
the main body of the GOP is concerned. 
In September, the Conservative party , which 
polled half a million votes in 1966, asked the 
Republican State Committee to list Nix on-Ag - 
new and the Republican slate of electors on 
their Row C of the ballot. This was flatly ref­ 
used, larg ely , it is believed, because Sen Javits 
didn’t want to lessen his assured majority by 
losing votes to the Conservative senatorial can­ 
didate, James L. Buckley . 


AND SO, ON THE BALIXJT presented to the 
voters In this election, the name of Hubert 
Humphrey and also of Jacob Javits appeared 
twice, once on Democratic Line B and also on 
the Liberal Line D. This meant that members 
of the Conservative party were compelled to 
split their tickets and vote for Nix on-Ag new on 
the Republican line and for the other candi­ 
dates on their own line. 
Tliis was an enormous handicap to the Nix on 
ticket, for New York is a state where so many 
voters, especially in this election, were reluc­ 
tant to split their tickets. 
The Republicans' refusal to permit the Con­ 
servatives to use their electors can be attribut­ 
ed larg ely to Javits himself. He mig ht have 
permitted this even thoug h It mig ht cost him 
perhaps 200,000 or more votes but he was al­ 
ready assured of a bonus of more than 300,000 
votes on the Liberal ticket in New York City 
alone. 
When the votes were counted, Buckley re­ 
ceived over a million votes, which was unprece­ 
dented in the history of third-party movements 
In New York. It was twic as much as the Lib­ 
eral party has ever summoned in support of 
any major Democratic candidate. 
In another respect, the New York Republican 
triumvirate, Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, Javits 
and May or John Lindsay , has isolated their 
party nationally . Rockefeller did some cam­ 
paig ning outside the state and appeared with 
Nix on in his appearances in New York. Javits, 
however, made it clear that while he was reluc­ 
tantly supporting Nix on, he had g rave doubts 
about vice presidential candidate Spiro T. Ag* 
new. 


HE EVEN REFUSED to commit himself to 
vote for Ag new if the election went to Cong ress, 
and Ag new’s name would be voted upon in the 
Senate.’ 
Lindsay , in deep trouble in New York because 
of the disinteg ration of the school sy stem and 
the antag onism of the rank and file of the po­ 
lice and fire departments, did nothing for the 
national ticket. The result was Nix on’s loss of 
New York by a relatively small plurality of 
400,000 votes. 
As the Daily News reported after the election, 
Nix on’s administration owes nothing to any of 
the New York leaders. The cavalier attitude of 
the Republican leaders toward the Conservative 
party should be modified in the future by 
necessity that they reach some ag reement with 
the Conservative party which polled spch a sub­ 
stantial number of votes in this election. 
For every one is now looking forward to the 
election of a may or in 1969 and the elections of 
a g overnor and senator in 1970. If, as is proba­ 
ble, Rockefeller is appointed to a position in 


Washing ton, his successor will be Lt. Gov. Mal­ 
colm Wllaon. It is also widely believed that Ar­ 
thur Goldberg will be the candidate of the Dem­ 
ocratic party for one of these offices. 
Since Goldberg will draw from the same ele­ 
ments of the population wh ch have alway s g iv­ 
en Javits such a larg e majority , the Republican 
org anization, unless It has the support of the 
Conservatives, will be in deep trouble. 
At the present moment it seems q uite proba­ 
ble that the Conservative party would endorse 
Wilson for g overnor. Or possibly Perry B. Dur- 
y ea, who will now become speaker of the As­ 
sembly . Without this endorsement Republican 
chances for electing either a g overnor or a sen­ 
ator will be very slim Indeed. 


THERE IS SOME SPECULATION already 
about whether Nix on, as president, will in any 
way reward the Conservative party for its ef­ 
forts to list the national ticket on Line C of the 
ballot. This recog nition, however, If It takes the 
form of any appointments, will almost certainly 
meet opposition from Javits, who already has 
declared he will be the sole dispenser of federal 
patronag e In the state of New York. 
If any members of the Conservative party are 
nominated by President-elect Nix on, the New 
York senior senator most likely will use his 
power to invoke the rule of senatorial courtesy 
to block such a nomination. This, of course, 
would drive a wedg e deeply between Conserva­ 
tives and Republicans in New York and also 
possibly between the national administration 
and the Javits faction of the Republican party 
of New York. 
This is a prospect for the future. And it is not 
a happy one for the present leaders of the Re­ 
publican party in New York. 


On the Brink 


Here is a "war report” that a U can appre­ 
ciate. 
Medicine is on the brink of a major advance­ 
ment in treatment of virus diseases. 
Word of research prog ress on a new method 
of treating virus infections comes from the Na­ 
tional Institute of Allerg y and Infectious Diseas­ 
es. 
The institute reports ex periments with ani­ 
mals has turned up evidence that the body can 
be stimulated to produce larg er than normal 
amounts of an antivirus substance called inter­ 
feron. 
Medicine has no drug at this time that is 
effective ag ainst a wide rang e of virus diseases. 
New developments in the interferon area carry 
the potential of treatment for virus-caused di­ 
seases rang ing from the common cold to in­ 
flammation of the brain. 
Ex periments so far show success in curing 
rabbits infected with a virus that could lead to 
blindness. 
The nex t step will be testing the method on a 
serious virus disease of man for which there Is 
no known cure. 
If successful, medicine will record another 
major triumph in its endless war ag ainst the 
miseries of mankind.

Assurance 
For Saigon 


The differences of opinion that have unfortun­ 
ately arisen between the South Vietnam g overn­ 
ment and the United States g overnment have 
precipitated a dang erous situation. 
The problem is not merely who shall sit at 
the neg otiating table In Paris. The real issue is 
whether, If the United States eventually ag rees 
to withdraw Its forces, South Vietnam, as an In­ 
dependent g overnment which now has in the 
field more than a million troops, will be able by 
Itself to ward off the attempted conq uest initiat­ 
ed by the Communist reg ime in Hanoi. 


FOR A LONG TIME the arg ument was cen 
tered on the idea of a bombing halt. The as­ 
sumption was that this alone would bring about 
meaning ful neg otiations. 
But the evidence now Is that, while the bomb­ 
ing of North Vietnam has been stopped, the 
Communists have not abated their attacks on 
South Vietnam. Violations of the ag reement 
previously reached are openly condemned by 
American officials. . 
The North Vietnamese, however, apparently 
feel that the friction which has arisen between 
the Saig on g overnment and the United States 
indicates that the latter Is about ready to for­ 
sake its ally . 
The truth is the American g overnment has 
been try ing to g et neg otiations g oing . It has 
hoped that technicalities about how the differ­ 
ent factions 9 hould be seated at the neg otiating 
table would not be allowed to prevent produc­ 
tive talks that could lead to peace. 
But there are sig ns now that the North Viet­ 
namese are taking advantag e of the debate 
being wag ed between the president of South 
Vietnam and the American g overnment, and 
are rejoicing over the nature of the dispute 
while at the same time biding their time and 
making no effort to stop the fig hting or to beg in 
peace talks of a substantive nature. 
The South Vietnam g overnment, throug h Itl 
embassy in Washing ton, has stated flatly that it 
never ag reed to a four-sided peace conference. 
Indications are that the president of South Viet­ 
nam is anx ious to satisfy public opinion in his 
own country and it has become 
a matter of 
pride with the South Vietnamese people. 
They don’t want their representatives to sit 
down with envoy s of the Viet Cong — the Com­ 
munist faction spread throug hout South Viet­ 
nam but supported by and operating under the 
authority of the Hanoi g overnment. 
Spokesmen for the American g overnment 
have naturally ex pressed reg ret that South 
Vietnam has not joined in the peace talks. But 
ft is becoming more and more apparent that 
the Saig on g overnment is disappointed with the 
position taken by the United States in recent 
day s. 
Some dramatic assurance needs to be g iven 
that Washing ton and Saig on are standing to­ 
g ether as allies and that the people of the Souin 
will not in any way be betray ed by ag reements 
reached at the peace conference. 
It is not easy for Americans sometimes to un­ 
derstand the sensitivity of foreig n peoples It 
looks as if some of the statements recently 
made in America criticizing Saig on’s attitude in 
refusing to attend the peace neg otiations with 
the Viet Cong as an eq uel have produced a feel­ 
ing of dismay and protest in South Vietnam. 
Meanwhile, the neg otiations themselves are 
drag g ing on without any useful talks. Officials 
here may have thoug ht South Vietnam would b* 
compelled to join in the Paris conferences be­ 
cause of a fear that American military assist­ 
ance mig ht be withdrawn. 


BUT WHILE THE AID of the United States is 
deeply appreciated in South Vietnam, the peo­ 
ple there resent any thing which could possibly 
lead to a takeover of their country by North 
Vietnam throug h an ambig uous set of declara­ 
tions called a "peace ag reement.” 
In such a conting ency , the American g overn­ 
ment would have accomplished little by its mili­ 
tary operations in Vietnam, and thousands of 
Americans would have sacrificed their lives for 
a cause which was proclaimed as a g reat ideal 
— namely , self-determination — but which 
mig ht turn out to be a lost cause. 
chances are that, after a few day s more 
of bickering in Paris and throug h diplomatic 
channels, the United States will be proclaiming 
ag ain in uneq uivocal terms its pledg e to assure 
the independence of South Vietnam and the 
rig ht of its people to determine their own form 
of g overnment.
